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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 



1 . Claims 1 , 3, 5-8, 1 1 , 12, 32 and 33 are directed to an allowable product. 
Pursuant to the procedures set forth in MPEP § 821 .04(B), claims 20-23 and 34-45, 
directed to the process of making or using an allowable product, previously withdrawn 
from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, are hereby rejoined and fully 
examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1.104. Also, upon further consideration, 
Examiner has determined that claims 9 and 10 should not have been restricted from 
claims 1-8, 11 and 12 and hereby withdraws the prior restriction between Groups I and 
II. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1.142 
have been rejoined, the restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action 
mailed on January 11, 2006 is hereby withdrawn as to Groups I, II and VI. In view
